Moscow, Feb. 8 (ZP) — The hope 
of rescu ing R u ssia’s fou r polar 
scientists tfrom their drifting ice 
floe cost 13 liv es in the crash of 
the Sov iet dirigible V6 , it was 
disclosed today . 
The V6 crashed into a m ou n­ 
tain du ring a snow storm Su n­ 
day in the K andalaksha region 
near the W hite sea while on a 
trial flight from Moscow to M u r­ 
m ansk and retu rn. 
The trip was preparatory to 
joining the rescu e ex peditions to 
aid the fou r scientists whose im ­ 
perilled floe now is abou t 50 miles 
off the east coast of G reenland. 
Three ice-breaker ships were 
conv erging today on the G reen­ 
land sea area where the polar 


I scientists are stranded, and a 
fou rth was abou t to join in the 
search. The ships had aboard 
eight planes, v ariou sly equ ipped 
for open w ater or w ith skis for 
ice landing.

Indianapolis, Feb. 9 OP) — H ar­ 
ry L. Gau se, special ju dge in M a­ 
rion su perior cou rt, had u nder 
consideration today a plea by the 
state tha t a su it against Ind i­ 
a na’s au tom obile windshield ti­ 
tle holder law be transferred to 
federal cou rt. 
The su it was filed by T. Ernest 
M aholm, Indianapolis attorney , 
who asked tha t the cou rt declare 
u nconstitu tional the 19 37 act re­ 
qu iring m otorists to display cer­ 
tificates of title in windshield 
“gadgets” sold by the st^te and 
tha t the state ’s contract to pu r­ 
chase them be v oided. 
M aholm charged the state pu r­ 
chased the holders for 13 cents 
and retailed them at an ex cessiv e 
profit. M otorists are charged 25 
cents each for them . Enforce­ 
m ent of the law has been delay ed 
u ntil M arch I by the gov ernor’s 
order. 
Depu ty A ttorney G eneral P a t­ 
rick J. Sm ith filed the federal 
cou rt transfer petition for state 


officials who were m ade defend­ 
ants in M aholm ’s su it. 
Sm ith 
asserted 
the 
federal 
cou rt had ju risdiction in v iew of 
M aholm’s contention tha t the 
law 
v iolated 
the 
fou rteenth 
am endm ent to the U nited States 
constitu tion, which prohibits a 
state from depriv ing any citizen 
of “life, liberty or property w ith­ 
ou t du e process of law.” 
“We w ant to know, and know 
right away , if this law is con­ 
stitu tional,” Sm ith said, “and the 
case will stand or fall on a ru l­ 
ing on the constitu tionality as it 
relates to the federal constitu ­ 
tion.”
